On  May  10,  1930,  on  the  campus  of  Howard  University,  in  Washington  D.C.,  the  National 
Pan-Hellenic  Council  was  formed  as  a  permanent  organization  with  the  following  charter  mem- 
bers: Omega  Psi  Phi  and  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternities,  and  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha,  Delta  Sigma 
Theta  and  Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sororities.  In  1931,  Alpha  Phi  Alpha  and  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternities 
joined  the  Council.  Sigma  Gamma  Rho  Sorority  joined  in  1937  and  lota  Phi  Theta  Fraternity 
completed  the  list  of  member  organizations  in  1997. 

The  stated  purpose  and  mission  of  the  organization  in  1930  was  "Unanimity  of  thought  and 
action  as  far  as  possible  in  the  conduct  of  Greek  letter  collegiate  fraternities  and  sororities,  and 
to  consider  problems  of  mutual  interest  to  its  member  organizations."  Early  in  1937,  the  organi- 
zation was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  and  became  known  as  "The 
National  Pan-Hellenic  Council,  Incorporated." 
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Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  Sorority  was  organized  on  the  campus  of  Howard  University  in 
Washington,  D.C.  in  1908  making  it  the  first  Greek  Letter  organization  established  by  women 
of  color.  The  purpose  of  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  is  to  cultivate  and  encourage  high  scholastic  and 
ethical  standards,  to  promote  unity  and  friendship  among  college  women  and  to  be  of  service 
to  all  mankind.  The  esteemed  ladies  of  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  Sorority  Inc.  are  still  upholding 
their  purpose,  striving  for  unity  and  excelling  academically  for  98  plus  years.

Kappa  Alpha  Psi  Fraternity,  Inc.  was  founded  on  the  campus  of  Indiana  University  on  January

was  officially  changed  to  Kappa  Alpha  Psi  on  April  15,  1915.

Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity,  Incorporated  was  founded  on  December  4,  1906  on  the  campus  of 
Cornell  University  in  Ithaca,  New  York.  As  the  first  Greek  letter  organization  for  African 
Americans,  the  fraternity  was  a  way  for  black  students  to  maintain  closer  contact  with  each 
other,  to  support  each  other,  and  to  be  a  shining  example  to  fellow  man.  Though  time  has 
passed  the  aims  of  the  fraternity  -  Manly  Deeds,  Scholarship,  and  Love  for  All  Mankind  - 
remain  the  same  and  to  this  day  the  men  of  Black  and  Ole  Gold  continue  to  be  a  living  and 
driving  force  in  the  community  and  on  the  campus  of  Florida  Memorial  University.

Delta  Sigma  Theta  Sorority,  Inc.  was  founded  on  January  13,  1913  by  22  women  at  Howard 
University  in  Washington  D.C.  Their  purpose  is  to  utilize  the  collective  strength  of  college 
women  to  promote  academic  excellence,  community  service  and  cultural  enrichment.  The 
founders  envisioned  an  organization  that  would  permit  them  to  use  their  collective  strengths  to 
promote  a  high  level  of  scholarship,  and  provide  assistance  to  those  less  fortunate.

Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc.  as  founded  at  Howard  University  in  Washington  D.  C.  on  January 
9,  1914  by  three  young  Black  male  students.  The  founders  Honorable  A.  Langston  Taylor, 
Honorable  Leonard  F.  Morse,  and  Honorable  Charles  I.  Brown  wanted  to  organize  a  Greek-letter 
fraternity  that  would  truly  exemplify  the  high  ideals  of  brotherhood,  scholarship  and  service.  The 
founders  deeply  wished  to  create  an  organization  that  viewed  itself  as  "a  part  of"  the  general 
community.  They  believe  that  each  potential  member  should  be  judged  on  his  own  merits  rather 
than  his  family  background  of  affluence,  without  regard  of  race,  nationality,  color,  skin  tone,  or 
texture  of  hair.  They  wanted  their  fraternity  to  exist  as  apart  of  an  even  greater  brotherhood-sis- 
terhood which  would  be  devoted  to  the  "inclusive  we"  rather  than  the  "exclusive  we."

Zeta  Phi  Beta  Sorority,  Inc.  was  founded  on  the  simple  belief  that  sorority  elitism  and  socializing 
should  not  overshadow  the  real  mission  for  progressive  organization  to  address  societal  mores, 
ills,  prejudices,  poverty,  and  health  concerns  of  the  day.  Zeta  began  as  an  idea  conceived  by 
five  coeds  at  Howard  University  in  Washington  D.C.  the  most  Honorable  Arizona  Cleaver, 
Myrtle  Tyler,  Viola  Tyler,  Fannie  Pettie,  and  Pearl  Neal,  also  known  as  our  five  pearls,  dared  to 
depart  from  the  traditional  coalitions  for  Black  women  and  sought  to  establish  a  new  organization 
predicated  on  the  percepts  of  Scholarship,  Service,  Sisterly  Love,  and  Finer  Womanhood.  It  was 
the  ideal  of  the  Founders  that  the  Sorority  would  reach  college  women  in  all  parts  of  the  country 
who  were  sorority  minded  and  desired  to  follow  the  founding  principles  of  the  organization. 
Since  its  inception,  the  sorority  has  chronicled  a  number  of  Firsts.    Zeta  Phi  Beta  was  the  first 
Greek-letter  organization  to  charter  a  chapter  in  Africa  (1948);  to  form  adult  and  youth  auxiliary 
groups;  to  centralize  its  operations  in  a  national  headquarters;  and  to  be  constitutionally  bound 
sorority  to  a  fraternity,  Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc. Over  the  years  since  the  sorority's  inception, 
Zeta  Phi  Beta  has  chartered  hundreds  of  chapters  and  initiated  thousands  of  women  around  the 
world.    On  April  2,  1944,  lota  Alpha,  the  Florida  Memorial  chapter,  was  one  of  the  hundreds. 
The  members  of  lota  Alpha  strive  to  continue  the  path  lay  before  us  by  upholding  our  principles 
and  shining  a  torch  for  elite  few  of  the  future.
